It is stated'on good authority that 
Hussia in her aggressive career in Asia 
has creatiid for herself a new enemy, 
on© .that is strong enough to wage con- 
stant war against the Sluscovite, oven 
should she bo worsted in her first at- 
.tempts against her greedy northern 
enemy. This power is China, which, 
within a year or two, seems to have 
awakoiied from. her lethargy and now 
.bids' fiiif'io' 'take a more respectable 
rank as a power than she has done 
since isho was brought into contact 
with European.s. For the past six or 
sovcn years the Chiue.so have been re- 
organizing their armies on European 
moidels imd are now no longer the dis- 
UAipis^ troops that they once were. The 
population of China is so largo that 
there is practically no liniit to the num- 
ber of so.'.Jiors China could put into 
the field; a horde vaster far than the 
army of Xeuxes could easily bo em- 
bodied by the Chinese Emperor to fight 
for the "Flowery Land." And the 
Chinese, although not Jiitherto reckon- 
ed first-class solcliors, have some quali- 
ties which are extremely valuable in a 
soldier. No troops have a greater con- 
tempt for death, and, if they do not 
possess the dash of European soldiers, 
they have a steady persistence 
which few races possess. Now that 
their army has been remodelled on 
European principles and that their 
Generals luive taken to the study of 
German strategy and tactics, the Kus- 
sians would be simply courting disaster 
and defeat, should they undertake to 
maintain a war against them in Asia. 
Yet that appears to be what they are 
likely to do. In 187 1 ^vhen the Chinese 
Empire scorned to bo oiv the point of 
going to pieces, Russia seized on the 
. Province of Kuldja, a Chinese district 
then in the hands of rebels, and which 
at that time seemed to be in danger of 
being seized by Yakoob Bey, who had 
founded for hiinsolf a Kingdom in Kash- 
gar. Kuldja was deemed of great value 
to Russia from its position, both for 
commercial and strategical reasons, and 
as a lever wherewith to open the gates 
of China, either to trade or conquest. 
When annexed it was taken "in per- 
petuity," according to the Russian Gen- 
eral's proclamation, but to keep the 
Chinese quiet Russia promised to re- 
store Kuldja as soon as the Chinese 
again appeared with sufficient 
force to maintain order in Cen- 
tral Asia. A year or two ago tho 
Chinese advanced against Kashgar and 
after a campaign wliicli did thoni in- 
finite credit conquered and reanncxed 
it They have now re-established their 
authority in Eastern Turkistan and 
. • ' they have demanded of Russia the 
' ' ■ restoration of Kuldja according to pi'O- 
mise. Russia, with her usual disregard 
of honesty and good faith, has refused 
to restore it, and the Chinese have sent 
a mission from Pekin to St. Petersburg 
to insist on the retrocession of Kuldja. 
This demand puts Russia in a position 
of great difficulty. According to a 
Russian writer " the retrocession of 
Kuldja would be an act of political 
■ suicide, for not only would it raise the 
prestige of China to a higlier point 
than ever before, but it would under- 
mine our position in Eastern Asia by 
giving the Chinese a strong military 
position within our natural frontier." 
Yet if Russia refuses to restore this 
Province she may count on a war with 
China in wliicli she must run great 
risk of being worsted.

The lodges of the Enterprise Company 
are still holding out and improving in 
width and richness.

ThQ Hudson Bay Company- 

A general court of tho Governor and 
Company of Adventurers of England trad- 
ing into Hudson's Bay has boon held at 
tho City Terminus Hotel, under tho presi- 
dency of tho Right Hon. G. J. Goschon, 
M.P., Gorotnor. Tho oonunitteo report- 
ed that tho rosiilt of the fur sale held in 
September last exhibited an improvonicnt 
in prices which amotmtod to about £5,000 
on tlio total of £33,000 when compared 
with tho corresponding prices of last year. 
On tho beaver and some other kinds of 
furs the prices had improved from 10 to 15 
per cent. The sales of tho bulk of tho 
returns of outfit 1877 had still to bo effect- 
ed, and while tlio conuiiitteo wore glad 
that some improvement liad taken place 
in the demand for furs, thoy found it im- 
possible to forecast tho probable i.ssuo of 
the .spring sales. Under the present cir- 
cumstances they would not be justified in 
rocommending the payment of an interim 
dividend.

CHINA. 

IIoNG Nov. 17. — The Chinese 
Minister, Chung, to Russia, sails early 
next month, with a suite of sixteen 
pi>rHons. Tseng, Envoy to Franco and 
England, takes .seven attaches. 

A citizen of Hongkong, named Be- 
lilo.s, has ordered a bronze statue of 
Lord Beaconsfield from England for 
erection in the colony. It will cost 
one thousand pounds. 

The Chinese iniuihitantH of Hong- 
kong have sent a communication to tho 
address of Queen Victoria expressing 
their admiration for and confidencB in 
Governor Hennes.sy. English opposi- 
tion to the Governor has been some- 
what checked by the announnernent of 
his successful financial administration 
during this year, which surpasses all 
previous oxporienoo in tho colony. 

Insurrections continue in tho island 
of Hainan and the province of Kwang- 
si— the former agrarian, tho latter 
military. Thus far tho rebels have 
been .successful, but their .speedy sup- 
pression is confidently expectc^d. 

Gonsiileiablo oxcitoniPiit was caused 
by a r|uarrel betwoon I'jiglish mission- 
aries and maiuiarins near Foocliow. 
An investigation by Hongkong la^s'yers 
fixes the blauHi on tho missionaries, 
wli!) provoked a disturbance resulting 
ill a riot and the destruction of mission 
property. The dispute has been refer- 
i red to the British Foreign Office. 

Li Hung Chang, tho powerful North- 
ern Viceroy, favors tho immediate es- 
I tablishniont of a Chinese mint. 
1 Fresh Government exertions are l>o- 
ing made throughout the Empire for 
the suppression of opium smoking. The 
officials are seconded by no European 
authorities except Governor Hennessy, 
of Hongkong, %vho endeavors to pre- 
vent ojiiuni Hinuggling from the colony 
to the mainland.

Yokohama, Nov. 2(5.— The persist- 
ence of speci.lator.i in cornering Mexi- 
can dollars, so as to injuriously affect 
Japanese credit, has caused an an- 
nouiiceinent by the Government in a 
foreign newspajier, the Tokio Times, of 
the true amount of paper money in 
circulation. Formerly this unfair- 
ly rejjresented by several hundreds of 
millions. It is now .shown to be about 
one liuudred and fifty millions only, 
including all Tn;asui'y notes and Na- 
tional Bank notes, of which latter only 
twenty-four million are issued. Do- 
mestic credit is impaired, and there is 
no purpose of asking foreign loans or 
socking external aid of any descrip- 
tion, notwithstanding tho hints and de- 
clarations of the English press and 
bankers. 

The report gained credence, though 
not cfHcially authenticated, that Parkes, 
British Minister, is to be removed next 
year ; he is to be succeeded by C. F. 
Adams, now Secretary of the British 
Legation at Paris. The violent con- 
duct of Parkes, often shown in physi- 
cal demonstrations, having been com- 
municated by Japanese, tho necessity 
for the change is recognized by the 
British Foreign Oflice. The industry 
and energy of Parkes in British inter- 
ests is everywhere recognized, but his 
adherence to the old brute-force system 
di|)lomacy is not suited to the present 
exigencies of intercourse. His high 
temper ha.'i betrayed him into personal 
violence, from which even members of 
the Government have not escaped. One 
Minister was actually beaten by him 
on a memorable occasion. His removal 
will tend to produce better feeling not 
only amongst the English, but aliens 
generally. 

Many interesting discoveries are an- 
nounced by the American naturalist, 
Morse, now in the Japanese Government 
service, and commissioned to make 
scientific inve.stigations throughout tho 
Einjiiro. 

A British and an Italian ship wore 
recently wrecked on tho Island of Quel- 
part, south Corea. Contrary to expec- 
tations, -the natives, of whom little was 
previously known, showed great hu- 
manity, and exerted themselves for the 
safety and restoration of all survivors. 
Hitherto tliey were supposed to be 
savages, but are now known to be gen- 
tle and fairly civilized. 

Reports have been circulated of im- 
pending war between Japan nnd Corea, 
in consequence of tho latter obstructius 
commercial intiircoursc. These reports 
are false. The dispute is merely a 
small question of etiquette, and not 
likely to attain magnitude. 

The census taken last September 
gives the population of Tokio at 1,036,- 
771. There are 236,961 houses in To- 
kio. 

An American named Frederick Auc- 
liinlo.ss, from New York, committed 
suicide by shooting, at Yokohama, 
November 17tli. Ho was twenty-seven 
years of age, and partially deranged.

•^..ftFrom Scribner (or Novemberd 
There is nowhere such another in- 
genious mind, but there is also nowhere 
such a worker. iVhen in search of 
.some special object he allows himself 
absolutely no rest. At Newark ho 
mounted to the loft of his factory with 
five men, on the occasion of tho appar- 
ent failure of the printiag-machinb he 
had taken a contract to furnish, and de- 
clared he would never come down till 
it worked. It took sixty hour.s contin- 
uous labor, but it worked, and then ho 
slept for thirty. The routine of his 
day is a routine of grand proces.ses and 
ennobling ideas. Nowhere elae proba- 
bly would such a day be possible. 
There are not fortunes, if there were 
capacity, to carry on tho busiue.'i.T of 
pure scientific research on .such a scale. 
His whole great establishment is occu- 
pied not in manufacturing, nor primari- 
ly in projects for profitable returns, — 
though these follow, — but in reflections 
now combinations, in wresting from 
Nature inch by inch tho domain, she 
would have kept hidden. Ho comes in 
tho morning and reads his letter.s. He 
overlooks his men and the experiments 
of his assistants. The element of 
hazard enters into those somewhat. 
There aro a great number in jirogre.s.s, 
— tho action of chemicals upon vai-ious 
substances or upon each other, or tho 
phenomena of substances subjected to 
the various forces at commaiul. Strips 
of ivory, for instance, in a certain oil 
in six weeks become transparent. A 
globule of mercury in water, takes 
various shapes for the opposite pole.a of 
che battery, retires coquetishly or is at- 
tracted, forms in whirlpools, changes 
color, or becomes immobile. There is 
no use at once for these results, b?it. 
they are recorded in voluminous note- 
books. When tho proper time comes 
they are borne in mind; some one of 
them may form tho connecting link 
in the chain of an invaluable discovery. 
Than prehaps ho tests for tne thou- 
.saiidth time his carbon telephone for 
new ])refcctions, and then goes on 
carrying forward a step each of the 
works in progress' or becomes wholly 
engrossed, according to his mood, in 
one. In spite of the fact that the mo- 
tive of his retreat to Menlo Park was 
in good part toeseape thorn, numerous vis- 
itors arrive. It is the Mecca of a con- 
tinuous pilgrimage of scientists, repor- 
ters for the journals, and curiosity- 
hunters. Yesterday a troop of one 
hundred and seventy-five persons, 
brought by a gentleman who had asked 
the privilege of presenting a few friends, 
to-morrow a special train of visitors 
from Boston is announced. Ho re- 
ceives all afTably, submitting himself 
and his inventions to be gazed without 
reserve. One wonders, next to his 
phonograph, at his good humor, 

"Still, I shall blow up somebody yet, ' 
he says laughing. "I am considering 
the idea of fixing a wire connecting 
with a battery that knocks over every- 
body that touches the gate." 

He sits down at the phonograph, 
fixes a double mouth-piece to it and 
summons one of his assistants, while 
another places himself at an organ in 
the corner. They sing in two parts 
"John Brown's Body." As tho sonor- 
ous music rises and fills the long apart- 
ment, one gazes musingly, yet with a 
secret thrill. It is like a.ssisting at 
some strange now rite — a martial chant 
of rejoicing in the greatness of a new 
era full of sublime promise and the dis- 
sipation of mysteries. 

An Extraordinary Torpedo. 

A new torpedo, combining the eflec- 
tivenes.s of tho I^ay and the White- 
head, togetlier with some merits of its 
own, has been invented by a member 
of the United States Torpedo Compa- 
ny. The movements of the new wea- 
pon arc controllable from the shore by 
means of electricity conveyed through 
a wire which is unreeled iis tho torpedo 
dashes though the water. The motive 
power is compressed carbonic acid gas, 
carried in a liquified form, which drives 
a screw propeller. Tlie bursting charge 
is one hundred pounds of dynamite. 
At a trial near New York ten days 
ago this torpedo got away and imbedded 
itself in the Jersey shore, but at an- 
other trial on Tuesday, the imperfec- 
tions having been removed, it was un- 
der perfect control. Tho torpedo hav- 
ing been dropped into the water, on a 
touch of a key on the electric battery 
the gas begins to escape, the screw to 
revolve, and the torpedo to move ahead, 
the v.'ire unreeling behind it. When 
it had reached half a mile from shore, 
Hardy, the inventor, touched a key 
and tho torpedo immediately yawed to 
the left, Another touch and .she 
swerved in a semicircle to the right, in- 
creased her speed or diminished it, and 
ran backwards and forwards at the 
will of tho inventor. As tho gas be- 
gan to be spent the inventor hea,ded 
the torpedo for home, and brought her 
back quietly to the starting place. 
This marks an immense stride in the 
history of naval defence; and as the 
torpedo can be run under water even 
the electric light will not be of much 
good against it. As it can be pro- 
pelled through the water at the rate of 
fourteen miles an hour, and at this 
rate can keep the sea for thirty min- 
utes, there aro few vessels fast and 
agile enough to escape from it when 
used near shore*

Tho Euphratoa Valloy. 

The very route through the Euph- 
rates Valley, which it is now proposed 
shall bo covered by a railway, was or- 
iginally devised by Solomon with the 
design of bringing to Jen^salem and 
Damascus and of carrying into Canaan, 
Edom and Egypt the produce of China, 
India, Persia and Arabia, and of con- 
necting l^re and Sidon witli the Jew- 
ish capital, Tho first reference to this 
route which we find in tho Bible is in 
Chronicles, where wo are told that 
Solomon built "Tadnior in the wilder- 
ness and all the store cities which ho 
built in Hamath," and the very appai-- 
ent design was to make Jerusalem tho 
centre of Oriental trade. The success 
of the route was enormous. Not only 
Jerusalem obtained an almost unsur- 
passiible grandeur, bub also tlio trade 
of Nineveh and Babylon, Seleueia, 
Ctesiphon, Ali lodayn, Bu.ssora, and 
Bagdad assumed an actarity which has 
made its mark in history. But Solo- 
mon was not alone in utilizing this 
route with success. Throughout the 
vandalism of Nebuchadnezzar nnd Alex- 
ander it maintained its importance, and 
under the Saracenic Calpha, Omar and 
Al Mensour, it reached tho moriilian 
of its glory. Even to this day a large 
number of Jewish merchants are 
known to ti'avol on this road, and all 
the caravan routes of Asia Minor and 
Central Asia,

could not send her boy to school, as he 
had no shoes.
